“Next year there will 
be more money provided 
and we hope that the 
growth of the social club 
and the strength of the 
soccer team will go hand 
in hand," Con said.

“People expéct too 
much for the money they 
give, and on the other 
hand we:can't really give 


much for what they 
Provide. 
“Large sponsorship 


gives us the room to 
provide money for 
Publicity to ensure that 
our sponsors get a fair 
deal for their backing. 
“Otherwise it just gets 
wasted on a few sad 
banners draped around 
the ground,” he said.

association which also 
helps. 


“The council is also 
good towards the club. 

“We have the ground 
On lease from the coun- 
cil, but we only pay the 
rates: the Warringah 
Council is overall ex- 
cellent towards sporting 
bodies and we can't 
praise them highly 
enough. 

“Having that burden 
off our shoulders is a 
tremendous relief,” Ron 
said. 


“We have three major 


avenues of revenue 
collecting to keep the 
Polonia side going,” said 
Polonia secretary John 
Kaniszewski. 

“The first is gate 
receipts and various 
ground-associated aven- 
ues such as canteen 
money, ground adver- 
tising and so on. 

“We also have raffles 
and sub-committees 
which are delegated the 
task of raising funds for 
the soccer team. 

“Our second major 
avenue is through people 
who are willing to back 
the club with finances of 
their own, 

“We have the club 
stalwarts who dip into 
their own pockets to 
provide the club with 
money and who do a lot 
of voluntary work that 
would otherwise have to 
be paid for," John said. 


‘He said the third 
method of getting 
money was through 


sponsorship. 

“We don’t have a big 
sponsorship for the 
team, but there are a few 
groups that have given 
us support. 

“LOT, the Polish 
airline, helped with the 
arrangements to bring 
out the four Polish 
players this year, and are 
doing a lot of work for us 
with the Polish Gover- 
nment and with 
Australian immigration. 

“And the Australia-

Association also has 
been involved in the 
transfer of the four 
players. 

“But as yet we haven't 
secured a large sponsor 
to back us financially,” 
he said.
